Olympic fever 

President Bush says Olympics exceeded his expectations

BEIJING Halfway around the world, President Bush 
managed to cap his Olympic experience at a place he 
calls home: a baseball field. 

Bush listens to baseball games like background 
music at the White House, a sound that puts him 
at ease. And so here in Beijing, comfortably keep- 
ing an eye on a baseball game. Bush reflected on an 
Olympics experience that was extraordinary even by 
presidential standards, 

“Ids exceeded my expectations,” Bush said Monday 
before returning to Washington, He meant the whole 
deal: the venues, the people, the pride. 

Never had a U.S. president taken part in an 
Olympics on foreign land. Bush soaked it in for four 
days. 

He managed to do what he promised he would— 
take in a whole lot of sports— while dealing with 
Russia’s violent crackdown on (Borgia and carefully 
confronting China’s repression of human freedoms. 

At the Olympic baseball stadium. Bush was in the 
mood to talk sports, not policy He had just spent 
time mingling with the Chinese and U.S, baseball 


teams, and now they were lacing line drives across 
one of Beijing’s pristine Olympic venues. 

The president was in his element, 

“I think the highlight was getting my picture taken 
with the teams,” Bush said, referring to a moment he 
had with the whole US, Olympic contingent. 

The comment was surprising and telling. Bush gets 
his photo taken so often with so many groups that it 
would hardly seem to be a defining moment. Consider, 
for example, that he also got to see the stunning open- 
ing ceremony and an exhilarating victory by US, swim- 
mers. 

But for Bush, those seemingly routine photo 
opportunities with athletes are a joy. Anyone close 
to him knows he likes sports for what they are, but 
also for what they represent: competition, grit, 
work. It doesn’t hurt that the athletes are thrilled 
to see him, 

“They were so gracious, and grateful and excited,” 
Bush said, “It’s just a very energetic feeling. You know, 
they represent the best of US, athletics. And they 
were really excited about their events, and they’re full 
of hope. It was just a very uplifting experience,” 


BUSH’S OLYMPIC ITINERARY 

President Bush went to a practice 
of the U.S. softball team, as well as 
the baseball practice game, as a sign 
of support for the two sports. Both 
were cut from the Olympic program 
in 2012. 

The president got sandy practicing 
with the beach volieybail duo of 
Misty May-Treanor and her partner 
Kerri Waish. A photo showing 
May-Treanor’s show of spirit-she 
prodded the president to give her a 
piayful smack on her lower back, and 
he went along-caused something 
of a buzz. 

“I didn’t take it very seriousiy,” 

Bush said. “I guess everything the 
president does is interesting.” 

Before the big U.S.-China 
basketbali game. Bush met the 
piayers, huddled up, and led them in 
a one-two-three-USA cheer.

Handicapped 
riders and the CTA 

Some stations hard to get around 


For those of us who navigate the CTA without physical limitations, 
the transit agenc/s shortcomings might be annoying, but bear- 
able, But a recent experiment by a student from the Adler School 
of Professional Psychology demonstrates that for some riders, mass 
transit might be mission impossible. 

In April, 23 -year-old Michael Brennan, a Rogers Park resident, 
decided to delve into the world of a wheelchair user for a school 
assignment, Brennan, who described himself as “athletic,” rented a 
manual wheelchair and, on a Sunday in April, attempted to take the 
Red Line from Loyola to Belmont, 

“\bu see elevators and the turnstiles catered toward wheelchair 
users,” Brennan said, “Tbu figure that accessibility is an important 
aspect of public transportation,” 

Over the next three hours, Brennan had difficulty navigating the 
lift on a No,i55-Devon bus that took him to the Loyola stop; his 
front wheels became stuck several times between the “L’ platform 
and the train; and he discovered too late that— at the time of his 
trip— there was not an elevator at the Howard stop. 

The south entrance at the Howard Station has since been 
equipped with four elevators, according to CTA spokeswoman 
Wanda Taylor, who said they were added in June, 

Ninety-one of the 144 CTA stations will be wheelchair accessible 
when the Brown Line capacity expansion is complete by the end of 
2009, according to Taylor, Currently, all CTA buses and 84 stations 
are accessible, Taylor said. The CTA will add more stations to that 
list as funds become available, she said. 

But other issues convinced Brennan that the CTA needs to be 
more accessible, 

“I kept looking around for a customer assistant on the platform but 
never saw one,” Brennan said of his sticky situation at Loyola, ‘After 
that train left and a second train came, I had to ask some guy to help 
me board. He looked kind of embarrassed, but he helped me out,” 
Lack of sufficient CTA assistance is an everyday reality for riders 
in wheelchairs, said Ayo Maat, a spokeswoman for locally based 
Independent Movement of Paratransit Riders for Unity, Vehicles, 
Equality 

Maat, a motorized wheelchair user, says she often hears from 
members who have trouble getting CTA employees to assist them 
during their trips or are waylaid by broken elevators at “E’ stops, 
“One in three rail operators will not help members if they need 
help on or off a car,” Maat said, 

Taylor also said that assistance for riders in wheelchairs should be 
a touch away, via call buttons on platforms and in “E’ cars. Customer 
assistants also can ask if riders need assistance, according to Taylor, 
Well, that didn't happen in Brennan's case. 

But riders who need help getting on or off the train or bus may 
have someone new to count on. 

“If anyone even remotely looks like they're having physical 
difficulties. I'm right there, like ‘do you need help?"' Brennan said, 
“I'd lift people up on the ‘L if I could.”

Legal or not, treats venders peddle are hot (or cold) stuff

REDEYE 

On a muggy Thursday afternoon recently, a 
glistening Maria Ortiz relaxed in the shade 
after pushing her aluminum cart five blocks 
down North Avenue to Humboldt Park to sell 
piraguas, or shaved ices. 

The cart sat at the children’s playground 
at the park where her father, Angel Ortiz, 
73, has been selling shaved ice as a way to 
make extra money for the past 28 years. The 
Ortizes said they have staked out this spot 
since May, seven hours a day, as long as it 
doesn’t rain. 

Once they subtract the cost of syrup, ice 
and gas to get the ice, they make about a $50 
profit on a good day 

Maria Ortiz, 43, said being a vendor is more 
about her Puerto Rican culture and spending 
time with her father 
than making a buck. 

“It’s not about the 
money It’s the tradi- 
tion,” she said. 

Summer is the sea- 
son when street food 
vendors stroll down 
the sidewalks of 
Chicago communi- 
ties, especially in pre- 
dominantly ethnic 
neighborhoods such 
as Humboldt Park, 

Pilsen and Albany 
Park. Some of them 
operate legally, but 
others do not. 

Many vendors 
push carts down 
streets or stand out- 
side grocery stores 
or thrift shops sell- 
ing dotes (corn on 
the cob), chichar- 
rones (fried pork rinds), pepinos (cucum- 
bers) and mangos. 

Steps away from the Ortizes in Humboldt 
Park, another vendor rolled his ice 
cream cart with bells on the handlebar. 
Another man stood next to his pickup 
truck, selling watermelons. Another stood 
in the middle of North Avenue advertising 
water bottles for sale by holding one bottle 


in each hand. 

These food peddlers, as the city calls 
them, operate under a confusing mishmash 
of laws. 

The city regulates food vendors on city 
streets and sidewalks with two different 
licenses, depending on what the vendor is 
selling. The Chicago Park District has its 
own set of rules for permitted vendors on 
park property 

In the city as of July 30, there were 481 
licensed food peddlers (permitting only 
whole, uncut and unprepared fruits and 
vegetables to be sold from wagons, push- 
carts handcarts, packs or baskets) and 600 
licensed mobile food dispensers (permitting 
catering trucks to sell preprepared and pre- 
packaged food and pushcart vendors to sell 
packaged ice cream), said Efrat Stein, spokes- 
woman for the city’s 
Department of 
Business Affairs and 
Licensing. 

In addition, the 
Park District has 
issued permits this 
year to 162 seasonal 
vendors, including 
the Ortizes. 

But many food 
peddlers operate 
unlicensed and ille- 
gaily 

For example, 
licensed food ped- 
dlers are allowed to 
sell only whole and 
uncut fruits and 
vegetables on city 
streets. That means 
the stands selling 
cut mangos or corn 
served with condi- 
ments such as may- 
onnaise, butter and cheese are violating the 
city’s regulations by preparing, handling and 
cutting food. 

“We realize that this is a problem, and it’s 
more of a problem in some areas than oth- 
ers,” Stein said. “Unlike fixed establishments, 
these are more difficult to enforce because 
they are a moving target.” 

She estimates that roughly 90 percent of

on the cart she runs to make extra money. Her father 
began selling shaved ice 28 years ago. 


the department’s enforcement is in response 
to complaints. Occasionally, department 
inspectors will do a sweep if there’s a large 
number of complaints in an area, she said. So 
far this year, the department has received 35 
complaints regarding food vendors, ranging 
from making noise to impeding pedestrian 
traffic, Stein said. The city has issued 560 
tickets related to people selling food on the 
street this year, she said. Fines range from 
$50 to $1,000 depending on the violation, 
she said. 

The city also has no-peddling zones. Street 
food vendors are banned in areas where they 
could pose traffic and pedestrian flow issues, 
Stein said. 

Though customers don’t need to worry 
about breaking the law when they buy food 


from these vendors, they might question 
whether the food is safe enough to eat and if 
the knife used to cut the food is clean. 

“The whole reason these regulations are 
in place is to prevent health consequences,” 
Stein said. 

The city’s Department of Public Health

inspects licensed street food vendors, 
spokesman Tim Hadac said. But unlicensed 
pushcarts operating illegally often fall 
through the cracks, he said. 

The department doesn’t go out looking 
for illegal street food vendors but will shut 
down their operations when inspectors 
come across them, he said. 

Still, customers line up at the carts, taking 
a risk on the food. 

“I just don’t think about it,” said Anthony 
Rios, 21, who said he has bought food from 
vendors. 

But others, like Audrey Lespier, 30, worry 
whether the mayonnaise or cheese put on 
the elotes is being stored properly and if the 
hands touching the food are clean. 

“Sometimes you do make the excep- 


tion and still buy it depending on how bad 
you want it,” said Lespier, who grew up in 
Humboldt Park and now lives in Franklin 
Park. 

But cleanliness and proper food tempera- 
tures are concerns anywhere there’s food, 
she said. 

“You can worry about sanitation in any 
restaurant,” Lespier said. 

At another vendor’s cart parked on the 
sidewalk at North Avenue in Humboldt 
Park, butter for the elotes was chilled on 
ice. The vendor rinsed his knife with bottled 
water and wiped it clean on a towel. He’s 
worked as a vendor for the past two years to 
help support his family, making an average of 
$6oto$8oa day in the summer. 

He said in Spanish he didn’t have a ped-

Roasted peanuts are sold in Times 
Square. Sausages are sold outside 
the Hollywood Bowl. So why don’t we 
see many street vendors in Chicago’s 
pedestrian-heavy areas, like the Loop? 

After street markets set up shop 
downtown on Wacker Drive in the 1840s, 
food vendors cropped up nearby, said 
Bruce Kraig, president of the Culinary 
Historians of Chicago. 

Near the turn of the century, city 
officials thought the vendors’ carts were 
unclean, and restaurants downtown 
didn’t want the competition, he said. As a 
result, the city started to limit and control 
the vendors in the late 1800s and early 
1900s. Street food vendors were pushed 
out of downtown. 

Since then, food vendors have 
branched out even more and are 
often seen in Mexican or Puerto Rican 
communities. The current city code 
officially prohibits food peddlers in the 
central district, as well as other areas 
throughout the city. l.v. 

dler license and didn’t know city regulations 
prohibited him from selling cut mangos or 
prepared ears of corn. 

But he sold them to paying customers. 
And the loyal buyers know where to find 
vendors. 

At Humboldt Park, mothers, toddlers and 
even police officers lined up for the Ortizes’ 
shaved ice flavored with fruity, sugary home- 
made syrup. 

While competition from illegal vendors 
frustrates Maria Ortiz, who has seen sales 
slow from the recent economic downturn, 
she plans to keep her father’s business 
going. 

Until the weather cools in September, she 
says, she’ll be in the same spot every day

Rules and 
regulations 

The city requires street food vendors 
to have either a food peddler license 
(only selling fruits and vegetables) or 
mobile food license (such as ice cream 
trucks). Some wards have banned food 
vendors in certain high-traffic areas. The 
difference between the two licenses: 

Food peddlers 

» Can sell whole and uncut fruits and 
vegetables from a wagon, pushcart, 
handcart, pack or basket. Cannot handle 
or prepare food. 

» License renewed every two years for 
$165, or $88 for seniors, veterans and 
disabled people. 

Mobile food dispensers 

»Can sell from a wheeled vehicle-like 
a catering truck-prepackaged and 
preprepared food from a licensed retail 
food establishment. Mobile pushcarts are 
allowed to sell packaged desserts. 

» License renewed every two years 
for $275 

PARK PEDDLERS 

The Park District has its own set of rules 
for seasonal vendors from May through 
October, according to Marta Juaniza, 
parks assistant press secretary. 

Food vendors pay $150 for an annual 
food and retail permit, allowing them 
to sell food and beverages during park 
district operating hours, she said. All food 
must be approved by park management 
and pass health inspections for 
temperature control, she said. Unlike the 
city requirements, vendors permitted 
at parks can handle and cook food on- 
site, she said. In addition, they pay a fee 
based on the requested location on Park 
District property and go through a food 
and sanitation certification process, she 
said.

Judge delays

warned Chicago officials not to touch the 
sites. 

After ruling last week that Chicago 
could begin razing the properties. Circuit 
Judge Kenneth Popejoy said Monday he 
was issuing the order to allow attorneys 
for Bensenville to file an appeal of 
his ruling with the 2nd District Illinois 
Appellate Court. 

U. of C. nets $2.38 billion 

After drawing donations as large as $100 
million and as small as a few dollars that 
added up to $2.38 billion. University of 
Chicago officials on Monday announced 
the conclusion of the school’s massive 
fundraising campaign. 

The campaign, which sought to raise 
$2 billion over five years, was expected to 
end last year but was extended to meet 
the goal. The Hyde Park university is the 
seventh school nationwide to raise at least 
$2 billion during a capital campaign. 

Fire engulfs powerboat 
at DIversey Harbor 

A powerboat caught fire Monday 
afternoon while being launched at 
Diversey Harbor on the North Side, but 
no injuries were reported, authorities 
said. The 19-foot boat had just been 
launched off a ramp about 1:45 p.m. when 
it caught fire. Fire Department spokesman 
Rich Rosado said. The boat was quickly 
engulfed in flames. Fire crews used two 
lines to pour water on the boat, which was 
“burned down to the waterline,’’ Rosado 
said. 

Pay raise may be up for vote 

With lawmakers returning to Springfield 
this week, Illinois Senate President Emil 
Jones said on Monday he is considering 
placing a controversial pay raise for 
legislators up for a vote. The House 
already has voted against the pay hikes, 
which would be worth 7.5 percent by 
next summer. Under the state’s system, 
the lawmakers’ raises take effect 
automatically unless both chambers vote 
them down. A majority of the Senate has 
sponsored a resolution to kill the pay 
raises, but the issue has yet to be called 
for a vote. 


Cops alert residents to fire 


Two alert Chicago police officers prevented 
a tragedy early Monday when they spied 
smoke and flames in Pilsen and helped doz- 
ens of residents vacate three buildings that 
eventually were consumed by fire, officials 
said. 

Five people were sent to hospitals with 
smoke inhalation. None of the injuries was 
thought to be life-threatening. 

A firefighter was treated at a hospital 
and released after slipping and falling at the 
blaze, fire officials said. 

But officials said it could have been far 
worse. 

“They risk{ed] their own lives to save 
them,” said Monroe District Lt. Deborah 
Izzo, referring to Officers Laura Agin and 
Michael Daliege, who saw the fire in the 
1500 block of West i8th Street shortly 
before 1:40 a.m. and immediately ran into 
one of the buildings and began rousing resi- 
dents. 

Agin and Daliege, who were treated on 
the scene for smoke inhalation, described 
the scene as “scary” and described their 
own life-saving actions as “automatic.” 

Other Chicago police officers arrived 
soon afterward to assist in the evacuations. 
Two other nearby buildings were evacuated 
but did not catch fire, officials said. 

Fire Commissioner John Brooks said 
about 30 residents in the three burning 
buildings at 1504, 1508 and 1510 W. 18 th

were displaced. Representatives of the 
city’s Department of Human Services and 
American Red Cross of Greater Chicago 
were on hand to help them find temporary 
housing.

The fire was brought 
under control shortly before 4 a.m., but 
firefighters remained on the scene as of

The church leaders from 
the city’s West and South 
Sides pledged their sup- 
port as lawmakers return 
to Springfield on Tuesday 
to meet in a special session 
Gov Blagojevich called to 
consider the funding issue 
that has vexed lawmakers for 
decades. 

Gathering outside Marshall 
High School on Chicago’s 
West Side, the ministers said 
they would urge their con- 
gregations and communities 
to participate in the first-day 
boycott on Sept. 2 and attempt to enroll 
Chicago students in the north subur- 
ban New Trier Township High School 


District in Winnetka. 

“We refuse to continue to allow the 
state of Illinois to orphan our education- 
al system,” said Rev Albert 
Tyson of St. Stephen AME 
Church. 

No one expects a resolu- 
tion in Springfield this week, 
including Blagojevich, who 
for the first time on Monday 
publicly doubted reform leg- 
islation would pass quickly 
Blagojevich said he hoped 
progress could be made as 
soon as this fall, but he made 
it clear he disagreed with 
Meeks’ call for a boycott. 

“It’s counterproductive 
to urge kids not to attend 
school,” Blagojevich said at 
a separate event. “If a child 
misses a day of school, that 
child will miss an opportuni- 
ty to learn.

“In cities and towns throughout the 
country, neighborhoods have been plagued 
by gang assaults, robberies and shootings, 
often associated with narcotics trafficking,” 
said Filip, a former federal judge in Chicago. 
“These crimes can be committed for money 
for revenge or to control gang turf” 

Chicago will be the nth city to receive 
funds from the Justice Department’s 
Comprehensive Anti- Gang Initiative since 
2006. The money will go toward preven- 
tion, law enforcement and prisoner re- 
entry programs that provide job training 
and placement, Filip said.

Lake Forest backstroker thrilled with 2nd

BEIJING Matt Grevers got exactly what he 
hoped for Tuesday 

A silver medal behind the man he called the 
greatest backstroker of all time, hands down: 
Aaron Peirsol. 

‘And I think he is going to keep getting bet- 
ter,” Grevers said. 

Peirsol won his second straight Olympic 
gold in the lOO meters with a world-record 
52.54 seconds, .35 under the mark he had 
established last month at the U.S. trials. Lake 
Forest’s Grevers was second in 53.11. 

“I feel like it’s gold after Peirsol,” Grevers 
said. ‘A lot of people in the race knew he was 
not exactly toying around with us the first 
two swims but saving energy and being a 
smart racer. 

“Everyone knew he was capable of 52- 
middle. So really the race was for second, 
and going into it I knew that. So I got what I 
hoped for, so Pm very happy” 

When the backstroke ended, Peirsol held 
up one finger as he looked toward Grevers, 


who responded by holding up two fingers. 

“{Peirsol] absolutely is the best backstro- 
ker ever,” Grevers said. “He’s a great guy too. 
He does consider me competition, but in a 
friendly way 

“He gave me a private lesson during our 
training trip {to Singapore], and I learned 
how he swims it. I don’t have the shoulder 
strength to do exactly what he does and the 
amount of water he’s able to pull.” 

Peirsol has been the world’s dominant 
backstroker since 2003. He won Olympic 
gold at both distances in 2004 and won the 
100 at the last three biennial world champi- 
onships. 

During that period, Grevers was winning 
NCAA backstroke titles for Northwestern 
but, prior to this year, he never made a U.S. 
team for a major international event in a 
50 -meter (Olympic-length) pool. 

Yet Grevers turned down the opportunity 
to swim for his parents’ native country, the 
Netherlands, preferring to face the task to 
battling his way onto a U.S. Olympic team 


rather than cruise onto the Dutch team with 
a virtual bye. 

The 6 -foot- 8 Grevers’ career took off 
after college, when he moved to Arizona to 
work with Frank Busch and Rick DeMont. 
The backstroke actually was his less-favored 
event. Until making the U.S. Olympic team in 
the 100 back, Grevers saw himself as a free- 
styler. 

“I don’t know what happened there,” 
Grevers said. “There is some magic in the 
Arizona water, and I guess I became a back- 
stroker somehow 

“I haven’t really been training {it]. Beats 
me.” 

He swam a leg of the 400 -meter freestyle 
relay in the Sunday heats and wound up 
with a gold medal— but not on the awards 
stand— when Jason Lezak’s otherworldly 
anchor leg Monday rallied the team to a vic- 
tory over France. In a selection system that 
often causes controversy, Grevers made the 
U.S. coaches’ task easier by willingly giving up 
his spot in the final.

Phelps’ 3rd gold sets new mark 


Michael Phelps won his third gold medal and record-tying ninth of 
his career Tuesday, breaking his own world record in the 200 -meter 
freestyle at the Beijing Olympics. 

The American touched in i minute, 42.96 seconds, lowering his old 
mark of 1:43.86 set at last year’s world championships in Australia. 

He cruised to the wall nearly 2 seconds ahead of silver medalist Park 
Tae-hwan of South Korea, who finished in 1:44.85. American Peter 
Vanderkaay earned the bronze in 1:45.14. 

Phelps’ ninth gold medal tied him with four others, including Mark 
Spitz and track star Carl Lewis, for most career golds. 

He is 3-for-3, with three world records, in his attempt to break 
Spitz’s 36 -year-old record of seven golds in a single games. Spitz set 
world records in each of his races at the 1972 Munich Olympics. 

Phelps’ other victories were in the 400 individual medley and 400 
freestyle relay 

In the men’s 100 -meter backstroke, Aaron Peirsol defended his title 
with a world-record time and Lake Forest’s Matt Grevers earned the

Grossman, who is battling Kyle Orton for 
the Bears’ starting quarterback spot, had 
little to say about it. “I don’t pay attention 
to any of that,” he said. 

Asked why his former teammates would 
say these things, Grossman added, “I’m not 
sure. I think they’ve got their own reasons 
why they need to talk about things.” 

In practice Monday, Grossman and Orton 
did little to avoid continued scrutiny 

Orton was picked off by linebacker Joey 
LaRocque and Grossman fumbled a snap. 

Muhammad, 35, returned to play for the 
Carolina Panthers after being cut by the 
Bears following one of his least productive 
seasons. Johnson joined the Dallas Cowboys 
for the second half of last season after serving an eight-game NFL 
suspension for violating probation on a gun charge. 

Bears offensive coorinator Ron Turner noted the insult. 

“To be honest that’s the first time I ever heard that from either of 
those guys, but any time anybody says something about guys on this 
team you take offense to it,” he said. 

Grossman is set to start Saturday in Seattle, and it’s possible a regu- 
lar-season starter could be announced next week. 

“We haven’t put a timetable on it,” Turner said. “But we know we 
need to make a decision so we can start getting the timing and every- 
thing else going.”

What happened to Bright Eyes? For the 
last decade the songwriter Conor Oberst 
has released the vast majority of his songs 
as Bright Eyes, working under that name 
with groups small and large. 

But on Tuesday, Oberst released an 
album under his own name, titled “Conor 
Oberst,” the way many songwriters have 
signaled a new start. Over lunch, Oberst 
said it’s not as weighty as all that. 

Oberst, 28, had a batch of songs and a 
plan: to simplify Bright Eyes’ most recent 
album, “Cassadaga,” was a painstaking, 
sprawling project, wrapping elaborate 
orchestral arrangements around Oberst’s 
songs about breakups, rehab, spiritual 
quests and life as a professional musician. 

For his new album Oberst decided to 
set limits: a few musicians, a short time. 

“A lot of what happens is, for me any- 
way, a reaction to what came before,” he 
said. “I really wanted to hear space in this 
music and not have it become too bloated 
with instrumentation, and to keep the 
essence of the song.” 

He’s not striving for a hit single; his 
goals, he said, are “freedom and longev- 
ity” The hit, like Neil Young’s “Heart of 
Gold,” might turn up sooner or later. 

“Em pretty happy with the level at 
this point,” he said. “My friends that are 
in the next tier of celebrity, what they 
have to deal with-it doesn’t look like 
any fun at all.” 

Oberst has a year of work lined up 
without Bright Eyes. He has started

a tour with the Mystic Valley Band— 
the musicians from the new album. 
He’s also working on an album with 
M. Ward, the guitarist who has col- 
laborated widely in indie rock, and 
Jim James, the singer and lead- 
er of My Morning Jacket. 

Recording sessions are 
planned for the studio in 
Omaha and for Shangri-La 
Studios in Malibu, Calif, 
where Y)ung and the Band 
made albums.

Is a superhero in tights fueling a new fashion 
trend for men? Or is it simply that some males 
find pantyhose a nice fit? 

In this summer of “The Dark Knight” comes 
a craze for men’s hosiery 

Retailers in the U.S. and Europe say men 
are buying pantyhose— sheer, satin, glossy, 
opaque or support— in skyrocketing numbers 
in recent months. 

“We aren’t sure if it is the Batman effect 
or what, but sales to men have been going 
through the roof,” said Kieran Hughes, direc- 
tor of Precious Collections, a Britain-based 
distributor of hosiery products. 

At Atlanta-based luxelegwear.com, a Web 
site offering European brands to buyers in 
America and around the world, about 8o per- 
cent of sales are now to men. The company 
carries 13 styles designed specifically for men. 

“Men have begun to dominate the hosiery 
market once owned by women,” said Deborah 
Ashley, managing director of Luxelegwear, 
which launched in September 2005. 

In the last two months, Hughes said. 
Precious Collections has seen sales of hose to 
British men jump from 300 pairs to 1,000 pairs 
a month. 

“With energy prices going up and up I think 
we’re going to see even more men around the 
world wearing these products,” Hughes said. 

Not everyone is a fan of the trend. Natalie 
Theo, fashion editor at London’s Daily Mail 
newspaper, said the idea is absolutely ridicu- 
lous. 

“It’s metrosexuality gone stark raving mad,” 
she said. 

According to retailers, some males appre- 
ciate the added insulation in colder climates. 
Other customers say hose provide support, 
stimulate circulation and alleviate muscle 
fatigue. Still others just like the way tights look 
and feel against the skin. Tights also help men 
feel better wearing the slimmer-fitting clothes 
that are becoming more popular. 

Darrell Robinson, general manager of leg 
wear4meii.com, an online retailer in Liverpool, 
England, said today’s male hosiery is not a 
fetish garment. 

“It has nothing to do with being gender-con- 
fused or gay as the bulk of wearers are straight 
men in long-term relationships,” he said.

Men’s hosiery is not designed the same way 
women’s pantyhose is, according to Kieran 
Hughes, director of Precious Collections, 
adding “I’m an alpha male who is married with 
children, and I wear it myself.’’ 




Here’s how men’s styles differ: 

» Boasts more room between the legs, 

» Has a fly in the front, 

» Is typically longer in the leg and shorter 
in the waist. 


G. Lieberman & Sons of Granville, Ohio, 
began selling leg wear for men in 1999, with 
business growing steadily ever since. 

Owner Steven Katz said men have gotten 
over their “women’s wear” hang-up and are 
starting to realize that skin-tight leg wear is a 
good clothing option for a number of reasons. 

“Keep in mind that women who wear 
hosiery mostly do it for appearance and fash- 
ion, whereas most men wear it for comfort and 


the benefits it offers, such as warmth, comfort, 
leg compression and support, protection from 
chafing and insects, and many other reasons,” 
he said. 

The company currently offers more than 
30 styles of leg wear for men with another 12 
styles currently in development. 

“Most men wear it under trousers, of course,” 
he said. “But more and more are beginning to 
wear it with shorts.”

‘Mad Men*-inspired clothing causes buying boom

Steve Hale has discovered a reason to splurge 
on clothing again: the slim silhouette in suits to 
shirts that’s replacing baggier fits. But his wife, 
Cathy, has slashed her monthly apparel spend- 
ing, saying she’s “bored” by what’s out there. 

In tough economic times, men are traditional- 
ly the first to cut back— but the Hales represent 
a new phenomenon in retailing: Over the past 
year, men have been on a clothe s-buying spree, 
while women have pulled back even more, 

“I did feel for a long period that there wasn’t 
anything new to buy,” said Steve Hale, a 37-year- 
old financial consultant in Newark City “But 
I really like the slim fit,” 

The lopsided fortunes— solid sales gains in 
menswear and a deepening funk in the far larger 
women’s clothing business— is creating a rare 
sales disparity that hasn’t been seen in years, 
according to David Wolfe, creative director of 
The Doneger Group, a buying office. 

Fashion observers say the main catalyst fuel- 
ing menswear buying is slimmed-down styles 
shown on the runways a few years ago that have 
recendy garnered mass appeal. The look is being 
popularized by AMC’s series “Mad Men,” 

Over the past year, the fashions, from body- 
conscious suits to leaner khakis, have been heav- 
ily promoted by stores from conservative Brooks 
Brothers to Mac/s and Bloomingdale’s, 
Executives from those stores said menswear 
sales began outpacing women’s wear last year. 
They wouldn’t give exact figures because of com- 
petitive reasons. 

But the disparity has been widening, said 
Marshal Cohen of research company NPD 
Group, (See sales chart on the far left,) 

Fashion pundits like Wolfe hail the trend as 
the biggest change in men’s fashion in more than 
a decade. Major menswear brands like VF Corp,’s

Slimmer fitting clothes are changing the 
way men buy clothes and dress. But what 
about those men who aren’t, well, slim? Retail 
executives insist the new silhouettes aren’t 
just for the skinny. “It still fits guys who eat 
meatballs,” said Stuart Goldblatt, Macy’s senior 
vice president of merchandising for men’s and 
children’s clothes, ap 

Nautica and Levi Strauss and Co,’s Dockers have 
reworked their fits. Pants, for example, have less 
material in the seat and thigh and have no pleats; 
suit jackets have higher armholes with narrower 
and shorter sleeves, 

“Suddenly, a pair of cargo pants and a polo 
shirt doesn’t look good anymore,” said Wolfe, 
who sees the change being embraced by men in 
their 20s to men over 50 who don’t want to look 
past their prime. 

The sluggish economy is playing a role in the 
changing buying habits. The threat of layoffs has 
forced many employees to dress more formally 
as a way to hold on to their jobs and look more 
serious, Cohen said, 

Jonathan Singer, 26, who works in high-tech 
marketing, credits his new wardrobe to help- 
ing him land a better-paying job. The Boston 
resident spent about $2,000 over the past six 
months on a slimmer-fit suit from Benetton as 
well as slender shirts from Diesel and French 
Connection, In the past, he had spent about 
$300 every six months, 

“It always pays to look good,” he said, “I had 
looked in the mirror and never was impressed, I 
looked like a little kid who was waiting to grow 
into his clothes,” 

Now, he says, “I feel extremely confident in 
the way I look. Everyone has noticed,”
